McCoy was elected to his third 
term, and second consecutive, on 

i the strength of 1,470. Allan came 

in 150 tallies behind McCoy, and 

* Mahoney finished last with 1,260 
votes, 210 behind McCoy. 

With his first meeting as a 
board member under his belt 
Monday night, Newhouse, who 
credited his election to his com- 

‘mittee, said he was surprised that 
he topped the ticket but felt good 
about his chances of finishing in 
the top two. 

“I believed that we had a real 
| good shot at getting a seat, because 
, we had done the work,” he said. 
}“I-knew that the entire committee 
shad done what we had to do.” 

{ Newhouse added that the race 
being run solely on issues gave 
him an added level of comfort go- 
ing into the actual election. 

For McCoy, who called this 
year’s the “most difficult election” 


he had ever run in, the victory 
would seem to be particularly 
sweet. 

“I'm very delighted to be re- 
turned to the board of selectmen,” 
McCoy stated Monday night. 

But this time, unlike when he 
won his first two terms, McCoy 
did not have the support of his 
uncle, State Rep. Jim Miceli. 
Instead, Miceli worked against 
McCoy, backing Allan. 

“They had my uncle's political 
machine working that day ... and 
that was one major obstacle I had 
to overcome,” McCoy said. 

In other races, Melvin Keough 
didn’t have to worry about over- 
coming anyone or anything but 
the number zero. Running unop- 
posed, Keough picked up an elec- 
tion-high 2,263 votes to be re- 
turned to a five-year term on the 
housing authority. 

In a race for school committee 
featuring three candidates and just 
two seats, incumbent Robert 
Young fell just 33 votes shy of 
Keough’s mark, easily gaining a 
second three-year stint on the 
school board. Barbara Breakey 
finished the day with 1,867 votes 
and a seat on the board, while 
Nora Zinan finished out of the 
money with 651 votes: 

In the race for a five-year com- 
mitment with'the redevelopment 
authority, incumbent Charlie Gil- 
bert held off Mark Nelson by bet- 
ter than 500 votes, Gilbert fin- 
ished with 1,657 nods

NOT a pipe bomb 


Pipe draws bomb squad

A suspicious looking piece of 
copper tubing that was thought to 
have been a bomb was discovered 
about 10 a.m. on Tuesday, April 
23, on the corner of Lake Street, 
by the Shawsheen School in 
Wilmington, As it turned out, it 
was in fact only a piece of copper 
tubing. 

Wilmington Police, Fire and the 
State Police bomb squad responded 
to the scene. According to Deputy 
Chief Bernard Nally of the 
Wilmington Police Department, 
the copper pipe was four to five 
inches long with both ends capped 
off. 

“It had no fuse,” said Nally, “so 
it would have to have been 
exploded by another mechanism. 
We don't know if there was 
anything in it.” 

Nally also said State Police 
thought the pipe may have been 
used by someone practicing 
soldering. 

“It could have been one the 
student’s at the Tech [Shawsheen 
Technical High School] who just 
threw it away,” said Nally. 

State police opened the tube on 
Tuesday afternoon and discovered 
solder inside. The tube was most 
likely a piece of classwork in a 
plumbing class at Shawsheen Tech. 

This incident comes one day 
after Burlington Police found a 
device that looked like a pipe bomb 
outside a school in that town.

A preview at a glance 


Town meeting highlights

It’s that meeting and assembling 
time again, Saturday, beginning at 
10:30 a.m. in the Wilmington 
High School gymnasium - the 
Annual Town Meeting. 

The following is a primer, with 
a look at some of the more 
interesting articles and the inclu- 
sion of some of the information 
Not present in the booklet mailed 
by the town. 

For the budget this year, 
handled line by line as Article 5, 
the finance committee has gone 
along, step by step with Town 
Manager Michael Caira, who pre- 
pares the budget. That means 
essentially that for the first time in 
three years, Recreation Director 
Ron Swasey does not have to fight 
for his job on the Town Meeting 
floor. With voter approval, he'll 
get a raise along with several 
other town employees. 

With Article 6, the town seeks 
capital equipment. This year’s list 
consists of the proposed purchase 
of four replacement police cruis- 
ers at a total of $88,364 ($22,091 
per vehicle), a replacement fire 
engine pumper ($180,000) and 
vehicle for the fire chief 
($22,361), three replacement 
pick-up trucks ($48,897 total) and 
a téptacéifent dump truck 
($30,000). The finance committee 
recommends approval of all of the 
above.

Articles 7 and 8 seek appro- 
priations for renovations of the 
tennis and basketball courts at the 
Boutwell and Wildwood schools 
($28,000 total) and the installation 
of an irrigation system for the 
ballfields at the Woburn Street 
School ($10,000), respectively. 
Article 9 will look to replace a 
section of roof of the West 
Schoolhouse for $11,000. Arti- 
cle 10 will look to appropriate 
money for the upgrade of town 
facilities to conform with the 
town’s Americans with Disabilities 
Act Transition Plan. The asking 
price here is $9,000. 

Article 11 is there for the 
transfer of funds that would be 
done at a Special Town Meeting 
Here Caira is asking, with fincom 
approval, for $280,000 in trans- 
fers - including $60,000 in state 
funds, to cover the deficit in the 
town's snow budget. Addition- 
ally, $50,000 in transfers is sought 
to cover several other line items.

Article 28 deals with the now 
infamous 5,000 square foot lots.

Articles 29 and 30 seek to 
amend the zoning by-laws in re- 
lation to the sale of used cars. 

Article 42 deals with the 
proposed Webber Street Sewer 
Project. Rep. Jim Miceli, who 
lives on Webber Street, will 
amend the article so that the pro- 
posed project affects four pro- 
perties. Two of the property 
owners involved are said to favor 
the project, two stand against 
The finance committee recom- 
mends disapproval of the article 
and thus the project. 

Articles 43 and 44 are 
rezoning articles, both looking for 
the rezoning of numerous parcels 
from R-60 to R-20.

Town Meeting - our 
last vestige of 
democracy

Contrary to popular opinion, America is not a democracy, 
Our form of government is a republic; i.e. we elect representatives, and 


+ those officials (theoretically, at least) act upon our interests and wishes. In 


a true democracy, every issue would be decided by popular vote, which is 
both awkward and subject to hysteria and emotions of the moment. 

(The argument could be made that today's technology would allow for a 
genuine deomocracy, with everyone voting on every issue. But that's for 
another day's editorial.) 

In many New England towns, true democracy does exist, in the form of 
an "open" Town Meeting. Each and every registered voter in town gets to 


| note on the town's business, one issue at a time, by a simple majority vote in 


most instances. There is no truer democracy to be found. 
Unfortunately, the Town Meeting form of government may not be long 


‘ for this world. Apathy is making our functional democracy obsolete. 


In Tewksbury -- which has more than 28,000 people -- fewer than 500 


», turn out on average for Town Meetings. In Wilmington -- with 19,000 


residents -- it is often difficult to assemble a quorum of 150 voters for the 
meeting to open. Town Meeting in both towns see consistently abysmal 


‘attendance, and it's time to reconsider this cherished institution. 


Consider: In Tewksbury, a mere two percent of the population makes all 
the rules and decides the spending for a $45 million municipality, If 80 


| percent.of the voters turned.out, the. futuréiof Town Meeting would be far 


| more secure. But two percent is a."workable” numbeb of. people, and 


| therein lies the threat to the open Town Meeting's future. 


Remember last year, when Tewksbury condominium owners wanted the 


; town to pay for their trash pickup? With slightly better organization, and 
{ more effort at getting condo owners to attend the Town Meeting, the issue 


could have been decided in the condo owners’ favor, over any objection 
from town officials. (This in no way implies that the condominium owners 
tried to "pack" Town Meeting. They said they were only seeking the same 
service that other taxpayers in town receive, since they pay the same taxes. 
But the example amply illustrates the threat posed by a sparsely-attended 
Town Meeting.) ©» 

Now, what would happen if -- say -- a group of militant parents wanted to 
"properly" fund the school system? With a not-unreasonable amount of 
effort, such a group could bring enough people at Town Meeting to carry 
the day. Six new elementary schools? No problem! Construction starts 
the day after Town Meeting, funded at the expense of every other town 
department's budget. Frightening, but very plausible. It could happen. 

There are alternatives to an "open" Town Meeting, but none of them are 
So warm and traditional. Some towns have gone to a "representative" town 
meeting format, with one person per neighborhood in attendance. Other 
towns, and most cities, have gone to a City Council form of government, or 
a Council-Mayor variation, and Town Meeting is found only in the history 
books in those municipalities. 

For Tewksbury and Wilmington, the trash heap of history looms large 
for "open" Town Meeting. With only a two percent voter turnout, are the 
interests of the majority truly served? Or is the tail wagging the dog? 

Tewksbury voters will see a "public advisory"question on the April 13 
town ballot, asking if the town should the consider a change from the open 
Town Meeting and Selectmen - Town Manager form of government. The 
results could be the death knell for open Town Meeting. 

And the ultimate irony: Only a small fraction of voters take part in town 
elections. Again, a small minority gets to decide the future of the town. 


Too good to be true

Well, well, well. Chalk one up to caution and prudence! 

A few weeks ago in this space, I wrote about a strange letter that came to 
me at home. The letter, from a Dr. Bisi Odion in Lagos, Nigeria, offered 
me a share of $21.3 million in questionable Nigerian government funds if 1 
was willing to help the good doctor with a financial transaction. Oh. 

Dr. Odion, claiming to be a member of a committee assigned to review 
contracts issued by the previous Nigerian government, said he needed my 
help to transfer the funds out of the central bank. As a civil servant, he 
couldn't very well transfer government funds to himself, now could he? 
Dr. Odion wrote that he and several friends wanted the money to set up an 
export business, but they needed my assistance with the transaction. 

All I had to do was provide the name of my bank, my account number, 
and a Fax number where he could send me the details of the new business, 

‘There are only two problems: (a) I'm as poor as sand, and (b) I'm dipped 
if I'm going to hand my bank account over to somebody | don't know, least 
of all somebody who wants to get his hands on money belonging to his own 
government! If that isn't a scam, I don't know what is! I passed, thanks. 

Well, my caution has been vindicated. 

On April 17, the Better Business Bureau re-issued an Advisory, warning 
that the "Nigerian letter" scam was back in operation, Since the BBB's first 
warning, back in August, over 100 such questionable Nigerian letters have 
been received: The BBB also warned that some $200 million has been lost, 
worldwide, by people who fell for the offer of big money, quick and easy.

The opening track, “Days of 
Wine & Roses”, is a perfect choice 
to kick things off. This is glori- 
ous piano trio stuff where all 
three components are in full 
swing. While the title might 
evoke images of jazz's high-brow 
reputation, that is far from the 
case. The elegance of the title, the 
music, and the playing is buoyed 
by a relaxed approach that neither 
anesthetizes nor irritates.

However, if their lawn doesn’t look

To help homeowners maintain a 

; healthy lawn, The Lawn Institute rec- 
ommends that they have a lawn-care 

| program that works. 

' Many lawn-care experts believe that 
a majority of lawn problems are a 
result of not mowing at the proper 
height and not keeping the lawn- 

{ mower blade sharpened throughout the 
mowing season, Every type of grass 
has a specific height for optimum per- 
formance. Keeping grass at its best 
growing height will increase a lawn's 
density and attractiveness — and 
reduce problems. 

A simple rule of thumb to follow 
when mowing is to ‘never remove more 
than one-third of the leaf surface each 
time the lawn is mowed. Leaf surface, 
or cutting height, refers to the length of 
grass above the soil. Cutting below the 
optimum height impedes root develop- 
ment, which is essential to having a 
dense, healthy lawn. 

Also, homeowners don't have 
to collect the grass clippings after 
they finish mowing. These clippings 
decompose quickly and put nutrients 
back into the soil. It's a built-in 


Seven Habits of HighlyEffective Gardeners 


(MPS) — You can grow healthier 
lawns and beautiful flowers by follow- 
ing these seven habits of successful 
gardeners. 

They also will lead you down the 
garden path toward less maintenance 
and more time to enjoy a healthier, 

* more beautiful landscape and garden. 

1. Amend soil annually. Add 2 

‘inches of Canadian sphagnum peat 
moss or a peat moss/compost blend, 
and work this into the top 6 to 8 inches 
of soi], Use peat moss to amend the 
soil when planting trees, adding a lawn 
or transplanting. The better your soil, 
the healthier your plants and the easier 
it is for you to garden, 

2. Water regularly, and feed 
when necessary. Feel the soil to 
decide when your plants need more 
water, Fertilize when your plants need 
’ it — not just when you get around to 
it. Too much fertilizer causes as much 
harm as too little, resulting in 
a scorched or burned look to the 
foliage or fast, rank growth more sus- 
ceptible to insects and disease. Read 
and follow label instructions. 

3. Mulch is a must. Mother Nature 
never intended the soil to be naked. A 
mulch is like frosting on a cake — you 
could do without, but why would you 
want to? A few inches of an organic 


fertilization program, according to 
the institute. 

When it comes to watering a lawn, 
the institute says that the best lawns 
grow when they are watered heavily 
at infrequent intervals. On average, 
the lawn needs about | inch of water 
a week, either from rain or irrigation 
during the growing season. This inch 
of water normally will soak the soil 
to a depth of 4 to 6 inches, which 
allows the water to reach deep into 
the root system. 

Homeowners should determine the 
rate of application of their sprinkler 
system to set up any irrigation pro- 
gram. An easy way to do this is 
to set out a series of cans if they 
have an underground sprinkler sys- 
tem or a couple of cans if they use a 
single sprinkler. After running the 
system for 30 minutes, they can 
measure the water in the cans and 
determine the length of time it will 
take to apply | inch of water. 

The best times to water a lawn are in 
the early morning or early evening, 
when there is generally less wind and 
heat. The least desirable times are in 
the heat of the afternoon, when water 
evaporates too quickly, and very late in 
the evening, which can cause the lawn 
to stay wet all night. This encourages 
disease development.

4. Be picky about your plants. 


Choose varieties that offer more than 
one season of interest: spring-flower- 
ing trees with interesting bark in the 
winter or blooming shrubs with the 
added bonus of winter berries or 
autumn-foliage color. 

5. Compost. Nothing else does so 
much for so little. By layering green 
material (a source of nitrogen), like 
grass clippings, weeds and pruning 
crumbs, with brown material (a source 
of carbon), like fallen leaves, peat 
moss or soil, you can create a rich, 
black compost perfect for adding to 
poor soil or as a feeding mulch. 

6. Walk your garden frequently. 
This will encourage you to deadhead, 
pick weeds, and appreciate the small 
details and tiny miracles that make 
gardening so satisfying. 

7. Garden and learn. Avoid costly 
mistakes by reading, talking to other 
gardeners and sharing information. 
The education of a gardener can be just 
as enjoyable as the hobby itself. After 
all, they’re both about growing.

Vision House is a haven for 
families trying to cope and 
adjust to a devastating turn in 
their lives,brought about by a 
brain injury. The staff there 
offers technical, emotional, and 
day-to-day support to those 
affected by these injuries in 
northeastern Massachusetts. 
The long term goal of the orga- 
nization is to eventually expand 
its reach to cover much of the 
eastern part of country, and 
include child survivors as well 
as adults. 

Once the two women began 
their effort to create a program, 
they had to find a location to 
base themselves. After hearing 
some survivors speak about 
their experiences, a local repre- 
sentative, Jim Nocelli, took 
them to see a house on East 
Street in Tewksbury, which is 
where they have been ever 
since. 

A local builder, Bruce
